Leon Hon Lou, Known also as Leon 


Foo, and Jeu Sik, a Chinese grocer’ 


at 722 Market street, were shot to 
death under mysterious’ circum- 
stances at Leon’s rooms in the rear 
of 716 Market street in “Hop Alley’”’ 
at 11:46 a. m. today. 

A letter found in a safe at Jeu’s 
store and information gained from 
other Chinese in the neighborhood 
caused United States Immigration 
Bureau interpreters to believe Jeu 
shot Leon and killed himself as a re- 
sult of a Chinese tong, or lodge, feud. 

The slain Chinese were reputed to 
be the richest of their race in St. 
Louis. Jeu was a member of a mer- 
cantile company and Leon, also a 
merchant, was his. closest: rival. 
There was additional rivalry in their 
lodge connections. Leon was secre- 
tary and moving spirit in the. On 
Long Tong, which has’ its headquar- 
ters at_720 South Highth street. 


The shooting was witnessed by the 
three children of Kong Wing, of 
714 Market street, and the adoptei 
daughter of Leon. The police report 
gave the names and ages’ of the 
Kong Wing children as Margaret, 9: 
Virginia, 7, and Henry, 3. Their 
Chinese names were said to be Toy, 
May and Henry. The adopted 
daughter of Leon is known as Jen- 
nie Hon Lon. She is 7 years old. 

The children told Thomas Artin- 
dale, interpreter for the Immigration 
Bureau, that they were playing in 
bed in Kong Wing’s rooms when Jeu 
entered and rapped on a door. lead- 
ing to Leon’s room.’ They said that 
when Leon opened the door Jeu drew 
a révolver and fired’ at him. Leon | 
fell with a bullet in his head. Jeu, 
according to the children, then 
turned the revolver on himself and 
fired three times. He also fell.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 
sugar investigation was resumed to- 
day with the Senate Committee re- 


fusing to permit counsel for the food 
administration to cross-examine any 
witnesses. Chairman ,Reed said the 
committee would inquire into any 
phases suggested by the food admin- 
istration or other officials. 

In his testimony yesterday Sprec- 
kles said that sugar from Cuba 
passed through New York to Cana- 
da, where refiners were permitted 
to pay higher prices. He said his 
refinery was closed because of lack 
of supplies, aiso charged that Earl 
A. Babst, president of the American 
Sugar Refining Co., and George M. 
Rolph, general manager of the Cal- 
ifornia-Hawalian Sugar Refining 
Co., in their positions as agents of 
the food administration, had been 
unduly active in getting raw -sup- 
plies for the American company. 
Babst is chairman of the Interna- 
tional Sugar Committee, created by 
the administration, which fixed the 
price to be paid for raw sugar com- 
ing from outside the United States 
or its territories at $6.90 a hundred. 
Rolph is head of the food adminis- 
tration's sugar division and a mem- 
ber of the international committee. 

Letter in Evidence. 

When his supply was getting jow 
in October, Spreckles testified, he 
asked Food Administrator Hoover 
that he be allowed to pay more than 
$6.90 for Cuban sugar. He put in 
evidence a letter in which Hoover 
declined, saying te une doz meg 


standard price would be mamtained. 

Under questioning by Senator- Jones 
of New Mexico, the witness said he 
understood that about’ half of the 
70,000 tons available in Cuba when 
he wrote the letter had been shipped 
to other countries and that the bal- 
ance either had arrived in the United 
States, or was en route.

OPPOSED WAR MEASURE 


In North Dakota Speech She De- 
nounced Mothers Who Per- 
mitted Sons to Enlist. 


BISMARCK, N. D., Dec. 15.—Five 
vears in the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City was the sentence imposed yes- 
terday by Judge Martin J. Wade of 
Des Moines on Mrs. Kate Richards 
O'Hare of St. Louis, convicted of 
making utterances in a speech at 
Bowman, N. D., last summer tending 
te discourage obedience to the mill- 
tary registration. : 

In a long speech Mrs. O'Hare re- 
iterated statements declaring her op- 
position to war, and defied Federa! 
Judge Wade to do his worst. 

Mrs. O’Hare declared in her 
speech at Bowman, witnesses testi- 
fied, that “mothers who raised their 
sons to be cannon fodder were no 
better than a farmer's brood sow,” 
and that “young men who are fool- 
ish-enough to enlist or volunteer 
are only good enough for German 
fertilizer.’’ 

' Mrs. O'Hare was editor of a So- 

cialist paper in St. Louis and later 

went on a lecture tour. 

Mrs. O’Hare Associate Editor of St. 
Louis Socialist Paper. 

Mrs. O'Hare is associate editor of 

the National Ripsaw, a Socialist pa- 
per published in St. Louis, with of- 
fices in the Pontiac Building. She 
changed her residence to Ruskin 
Fla., about six months ago, where 
her husband and four children re- 
side. 
Mrs. O’Hare has been active in 
promulgating Socialistic propaganda 
for 20 years. She was married in 
1902 to Frank P. O'Hare, until re- 
cently circulation manager of the 
National Ripsaw, and they devoted 
their honeymoon to making Social- 
istic addresses in the North and 
East. 

In 1910 she was a candidate for 
Congress on the Socialist ticket in 
Kansas and after being defeated 
came to St. Louis. In 1913 she wa; 
a candidate for the Board of Educa- 


tion in this city and was defeated 


Her third and last trial for office 


wag iin the referendum of Socialists, 


in 1916, when she unsuccessful]; 
sought the nomination for Vice 
President of the United States. 

_ She has championed woman suff- 
rage, child welfare, the cause of la- 
bor and of Socialism in lecture tours 
throughout the country. She was al- 
ways a participant in Socialistic and 
woman suffrage demonstations in 
New York, Washington and other 
Fastern cities, and in St. Louls was 
conspicuous as a street speaker. At 
one time she was on a committee for 
the relief of the unemployed, ap- 
pointed by Mayor Kiel. 

Born on a ranch in Ottawa Coun- 
ty, Kansas, she became a_e schoo! 
teacher, later attending a Nebraska 
college.

for a suitable sniping post. I saw a 
beam overhead ina corner from 
which, if I could get on to it, I felt 
sure I should obtain a view of the 
enemy trenches through. a gap in the 


tiled roof. I tied a bit of string 
to my rifle and then jumping for the 
beam, scrambled up on it and pulled 
the rifle up after me. When my heart 
pulsations had come down to reason- 
able figure I peered out through the 
hole in the tiles. An excellent view! 
The German parapet a hundred yards 
away! Splendid! 

Now I felt sure I should see a 
Boche moving about or something; 
or I might possibly spot one looking 
over the top. 

I waited a long time on that beam, 
with my loaded rifle lying in front 
of me. I was just getting fed up with 
the waiting, and about to go away, 
when I though I saw a movement in 
the trench opposite. Yes! it was. I 
saw the handle 6f something like a 
broom or a water scoop moving above 
the sandbags. Heart doing overtime 
again! Most exciting! I felt con- 
vinced I should see a Boche before 
long. And then, at last, I saw one— 
or rather I caught a glimpse of a hat 
appearing above the line of the para- 
pet.

A Failure as a Sniper. 

Up it came, and I saw it stand out 
nice and: clear against the skyline. I 
carefully raised my rifle, took a 
steady aim, and fired.

HALL INTERRUPTS 
ALDERMEN’S GUEST 
FROM WASHINGTON 


Recommendation of Municipal 
Farm Superintendént Chal- 
lenged as “‘a Reflection.” 


Vice President Hall of the Board 
of Aldermen challenged statements 
made by Supt. W. H. Whittaker of 
the Washington (D. C.) municipal 
farm when the latter was addressing 
Aldermen yesterday afternoon an the 
subject of reformative work accom- 
plished in the national capital. Hall 
characterized one of Supt. Whittak- 
er's recommendations for St. Louis 
as “a reflection on the educational 
system of this city.” Supt. Whittaker 
ceased speaking immediately after 
Hall’s interruption. 

Supt. Whittaker came to St. Louis 
as the guest of the Board of Alder- 
men to visit Kennett Castle, which. 
with a tract of 4700 acres, a special 
aldermanic committee is considering 
as the site for a municipal farm. He 
was requested. to speak to the Alder- 
men, who were in the board cham- 
ber at 3:30 p. m. to hear him. 

When Hall's attention was called 
to Supt. Whittaker’s character as 
guest of the Board of Aldermen, he 
said: 

“Tl’m sorry, but I thought he was 
some fellow from the Civic League. 
You see, I just back from Texas, and 
I didn’t know about this program,” 

Interrupted by Hall. 

Hall took exception first to Supt. 
Whittaker’s statement that the adop- 
tion of prohibition in Washington 
had greatly reduced the number of 
persons charged with drunkenness. 
What Hall regarded as a “reflection 
on the educational system of the 
city,”’ was Supt.

GARDNER EXPECTS LEGISLATURE 
WILL REDUCE THE TAX RATE 


Governor Says Cut From 15 Cents 
to Five Cents on Eacht 
$100 Is Likely. 

Gov. Gardner announced yester- 
day in an address at the Real Es- 
tate Exchange that the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature next spring, 
called to revise the tax system, 
likely would reduce the tax rate 
from 15 cents to 5 cents on a hun- 
dred dollars. He said the work of| 
the State Tax Commission had pro- 
gressed so that it was almost certain 
the valuation of real and personal 
property in 1918 would be increased 
from $2,000,000,000 to $6,000,000,- 
000 dollars, and would provide more 
money than was required by the 
State. 

“For this reason,” the Governor 
announced, “I have determined to 
call a session of the Legislature to 
reduce the tax rate to a figure that 
will yield practically the same 
amount of revenue under the new 
assessed valuation that was paid into 
the State Treasury under the 15-cent 
vate at the former valuation. 

“All — boards and other levy- 
ine bodiés must reduce their rates 
accordingly in order that the sum 
total collected will not be unneces- 
sarily increased, but that the amount 
of taxes will be legally, justly and 
fairly distributed.”’ 


COAL HAULERS 10 GET--RAISE 


City Accepts Demand of Contractors 
for $1 a Ton. 

Team owners having the contract 
for hauling coal to the city institu- 
tions informed Supply Commissioner 
Thomas today that, beginning Mon- 
day, they would demand $1 a ton, 
an increase of 25 cents over the 
present rate.
